Sidewalk Repair 
Sought by City 





The City of Albany is engaged in a} 


drive to make all sidewalks in the City 
safe for pedestrian traffic. A survey 
is being made under direction of Har- 


ty I. Dygert, city engineer, and a legal 





notice is being furnished to property 
owners where unsafe sidewalk condi- 
tions exist, requesting that necessary 
repairs be made in compliance with 
City ordinances, and the State Im- 
provement Act (Statutes 1911, Chapter 
771, Section 31). 

It has been several years since Albany 
has had a sidewalk survey, action be- 
ing taken now to protect owners from 
law suits due to sidewalk injuries, such 
as other East Bay communities are 
experiencing at this time. In damage 
suits of this type the property owner 
and the City have a joint liability. 

Mr. Dygert states that all that is be- 
ing required is to have the sidewalks 
made safe. Shattered slabs need not 
be replaced if solid and safe, but cracks 
large enough to admit the French heel 
that many women wear, are required 
to be patched, as well as the more dan- 
gerous and unsightly slab breaks. The 
City is, taking care of all broken and 
raised “joints” at the property lines, 
without cost to the individual owners. 

Property owners are urged to co- 
operate by having their own repairs 
made if possible, particularly in cases 
where there is considerable footage in- 
volved,

Total property and local fran- 
chise taxes paid by the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company on its entire 
system will amount to $8,371,000 
which again ranks the company as 
the largest individual taxpayer in 
the State. It is also the largest 
taxpayer in 25 of the 46 counties 
served by its lines. In some coun- 
ties, notably Plumas, Amador and 
Shasta counties, the company pays 
from 50 to 60 per cent of the total 
property taxes collected there. 

In addition to property and lo- 
cal franchise taxes, the utility com- 
pany pays annual State and Fed- 
eral taxes of almost an equal total 
amount. The State collects cor- 
poration franchise taxes of $334,- 
000, a tax of $440,000 for the State 
unemployment fund, sales taxes ag-

taxes. 

To the Federal government the 
company pays an income tax, a
